Riegel stated, as he reviewed the 
past years.

March 31, 1917 and it wasn’t 
until the fall of 1933 that he re­ 
turned to post office work, this 
time at Galatia. He remained 
clerk at the Galatia office for 
several years and was appoint­ 
ed postmaster Jan. 15, 1944.

lar street and he helped move the

WASHINGTON I*—Sen. William 
E. Jenner said today the State 
Department should oust Russia’s 
top delegate to the United Nations 
for his part in the “political kid­ 
naping” of five Russian seamen 
who returned behind the Iron Cur­ 
tain. 
The Indiana Republican, a mem­ 
ber of the Senate internal security 
>ubcommittee, charged that Ar­ 
kady Sobolev has "violated his 
functions, duties and responsibil­ 
ities as a diplomatic representa­ 
tive to the United Nations.” 
Testimony before the subcom­ 
mittee, Jenner said, demonstrates 
that the five Russian seamen were 
victims of "political 
kidnaping” 
and that Sobolev was a member 
of the plot 
The five earn en were among a 
group of nine who sought refuge 
in this country last fall after their 
tanker was interned by the Chi­ 
nese 
Nationalists 
on Formosa. 
I ive of them returned to Russia 
early this month. 
The United States Wednesday

—Aleksandr K. Guryanov, an at­ 
tache. and Nikolai Turkin, third 
i secretary of the delegation, accus­ 
ing them of “objectionable and 
improper” conduct in the case of 
the five seamen.

U. S action and protested the oust­ 
er of the diplomats.

Bul­ 
ganin, apparently in a jovial mood 
after the 90-minute flight, inspect­ 
ed a Royal Air Force guard of 
honor and then playfully slapped 
Khrushchev several times across 
the shoulder. 
Khrushchev stood 
watching, 
hands 
stuffed in his 
pockets. 
The communique summarizing 
the results of their 10-day visit 
will be published after their re­ 
turn from a 5 1-2 hour sightseeing 
visit to Edinburgh. This was ex­ 
pected sometime after midnight

The communique,

statem ent to be included in it, will 
be signed tonight by Eden and 
Bulganin in the London Foreign

Moran won 
Eaton’s freedom by getting a con­ 
fession from the real criminal. 
Eaton talked of finding a m ar­ 
ried daughter in Indiana. 
When 
Mrs. Kerr read this, she wondered 
if the wronged convict could be 
her father. She asked an aunt and 
learned it was true. 
She took a train to Chicago and 
her 52 year-old father was waiting 
for her. They flew into each oth­ 
er’s arms and wept. 
Eaton had asked the aunt to 
keep his whereabouts a secret from 
his daughter because ”1 wanted 
to protect her.”

President Eisenhower told his 
news conference Wednesday that 
Nixon had not given him a defi­ 
nite answer yet on whether he 
wants to be Mr. Eisenhower’s sec­ 
ond-term running mate.

Friends of Nixon said, however, 
there is little doubt he would seek 
the vice presidential nomination. 
They noted these developments in 
Nixon’s behalf: 
Popular With Voters 
The President has said he would 
be happy to have Nixon on the 
ticket. 
The spontaneous 
and 
sizable 
write-in vote for Nixon in the New 
Hampshire primary where the bal­ 
loting was not for a vice presiden­ 
tial choice at all indicated Nixon 
retains popularity with the voters. 
Most Republican state and na­ 
tional leaders have indicated in 
numerous polls that they want Nix­ 
on again. 
Other political news: 
Adlai E. Stevenson, candidate for 
the Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nation, accused Mr. 
Eisenhower 
Wednesday night of failing to give 
the nation “moral leadership” to­ 
ward racial desegregation. 
Stevenson told a New York au­ 
dience that if he were elected pres­ 
ident, he would work ceaselessly 
to carry out the Supreme Court’s 
desegregation decision but would 
do so “in the conviction that to 
play politics with the court’s de­ 
cision and the basic rights of citi­ 
zens and human beings is wicked.” 
Sen. Estes Kefauver, in a speech 
to the Vassar College faculty at 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Wednesday, 
charged that relations among na­ 
tions of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization have “deteriorated” 
during the Eisenhower administra­ 
tion.
